Summary from EPA Career Team: 

Our aircraft team spoke today with our colleagues at FAA regarding the development of a U.S. position paper for ICAO 
on future PM standards. It sounds like the career team from FAA has received the approval from the FAA & DOT 
leadership to circulate he paper within the U.S. stakeholders, through the "Interagency Group on International Aviation" 
(IGIA). IGIA includes representation from the State Department, the Department of Defense, the aircraft/airlines 
industry, and also some environmental groups (I believe it includes ICCT and EDF). 

Attached is the current draft from FAA. The FAA/DOT leadership would like them to circulate this paper within the IGIA 
group startin g tomorrow. There will be an opportunity for IGIA members to provide comments to FAA. Then the U.S. 
Government, through FAA, can submit a formal paper to ICAO for the February 2019 CAEP meeting. 

Here are some of the highlights/key issues from the draft paper: 

“The United States supports a decision to adopt an nvPM emissions standard for aircraft 
engines based on the CAEP analysis and in accordance with the CAEP Terms of Reference. To 
this end, we support selecting a stringency level for the standard that is based on an assessment 
of environmental benefit, technological feasibility, and cost effectiveness, and that takes into 
account interdependencies with other emissions and noise.” 

• "In-Production Engines: The United States supports the anti-backsliding in-production stringency lines 
for both nvPM mass and nvPM number, with an applicability date of January 1, 2023 . " 
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® "New Type Engines: The United States supports a new type engine standard with an applicability date 
of January 1, 2.025 . For the purposes of this position paper, we are not yet in a position to propose a 
preferred stringency option." 

® "Based on our observations of the CAEP Main Analysis described in section 2, we recognize that S04 
through S09 are technologically feasible, economically reasonable, and environmentally beneficial." 


The paper also summarizes the technical work performed both by the CAEP Working Groups (which both EPA and FAA 
participated in), as well as technical assessments done by the US Government. 

Note that this paper does NOT take a position on a specific level of stringency - instead the US Gov't acknowledges that 
Stringency Options 4 through 9 are all feasible.

Yes. This is the most recent version of the memo, which we transmitted 
to EPA staff in June. With respect to your question about the proposed 
approach from a rulemaking standpoint, I think we want to move 
forward through a joint rulemaking. A joint rulemaking is probably the 
more efficient process and it prevents the possibility of one rule getting 
held up while the other one continues to proceed (which could 
theoretically happen if each agency tried to pursue separate, although 
concurrent rulemakings). 
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We can provide more information about the intent of the rulemaking 
but here are a few bullets summarizing the issue: 

s The Noise Control Act of 1972 requires EPA to promulgate 
regulations setting the standards (40 CFR part 201) for noise 
emissions from railroad equipment and facilities and requires 
FRA to enforce those standards (49 CFR part 210). 

® The emissions and measurement standards have proven 
appropriate for conventional speed rail operations; however, 
they are not suitable for high-speed rail (HSR) operations at 
speeds above ~160 mph. In particular, new technologies such 
as maglev will likely exceed EPA standards due to high-speed 
aerodynamic noise. Aerodynamic noise caused by such high¬ 
speed operations was not considered in the development of the 
existing regulations. 

• Amending the EPA and FRA regulations would remove a 

regulatory barrier to high-speed rail operations and use of new 
technologies. 

o Operations over approximately 160 mph would not 
comply with the current regulations because of the 
aerodynamic noise, and 

o Equipment manufacturers have represented that they 
are unable to build high-speed train equipment that will 
comply with existing regulations. 

The approach described in the attached memo would minimize the 
changes to EPA's regulations, while still reducing the regulatory burden 
on future high-speed rail operations.

Even though the text has been cleared by OMB and interagency review, DOE is asking that the following 
sentence be struck from the second paragraph on the second page: 
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"By 2040, a billion-ton economy could create over 1.1 million new jobs, increase annual U.S. GDP by 
$260 billion, and reduce annual greenhouse gas emissions by 450 million tons of C02 equivalent." 

According to DOE, DOE and USDA previously decided to remove those statistics from the draft 
Bioeconomy Initiative report for the Biomass R&D Board, which DOE and USDA co-chair and of which 
ERA is also a member. DOE and EPA were concerned that the figure did not represent net jobs. It is 
unclear whether the concern is present in all of the statistics in that sentence; my contact at DOE is 
attempting to run that to ground. The initial request from DOE was for the whole sentence to be 
removed. 

So, I'm checking in with folks here on that, and I wanted to give you all the opportunity as well. Would 
you be okay with that sentence being removed? I believe I can adjust the formatting so that the 
signature page can remain unchanged to accommodate the text change without having to go through 
signature again.

Former EPA Administrator Scott Pruitt, who left the agency in July under a cloud of scandals, received $50,000 
from a wealthy conservative businesswoman for his legal defense fund, according to his final financial 
disclosure report released Thursday. 

The donor, self-made billionaire Diane Hendricks of Beloit, Wis., was also a major donor to President Donald 
Trump's campaign, which named her one of its economic advisers, and she contributed heavily to Republican 
Wisconsin Gov. Scott Walker's campaigns. 

EPA ethics official Justina Fugh wrote in the filing that Pruitt did not seek advice from the agency before 
accepting Hendricks' contribution, which was "believed to be in cash." 

Pruitt faced a number of allegations before he resigned in July, and he started a legal defense fund to raise 
money in the months before his departure. The filing showed that he owed between $115,000 and $300,000 in 
legal bills, although that was the same amount from 2017 and it is unclear how much carried over to the most 
recent filing. 

The filing also showed Pruitt sold off between $49,000 and $210,000 in holdings in the first few months of 
2018. Pruitt had expressed financial concerns about maintaining a home in Oklahoma while also renting a 
residence in the Eastern Market neighborhood of Washington, D.C. 

Pruitt's wife, Marlyn, reported income of $54,166 through consulting via an LLC she runs. The former EPA 
boss had faced criticism for what was perceived to be using his office to obtain a Chick-fil-A franchise for his 
wife.
